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AUDITORS AND VISITORS: 
There are three classes of auditors, The first category includes 
those students who are enrolled for the full season and for whom 

all the privileges and rights of the school are extended, except the 
submission of papers and examinations, In short, these auditors are 
non-credit students. 

After classes have started, resident auditors may be accepted for 
periods shorter than the entire session. These short-term auditors 
will be accepted only with certain restrictions. If there is room 
accommodation available at the school, any such auditor will be ac- 
cepted only with the express permission of the Director and for a 
minimum fee of two weeks. The charges will be based on fees of 
$21.50 a week for board, $20.00 a week for room, and $25,00 a week 
for auditor's fee, Thus, a minimum fee of $139.00 for two weeks is 
established, If anyone wishes to stay three days or less, beyond 
the two weeks, he may do so by paying the daily guest rates for 
board and room, but no additional auditor's fee. Any stay beyond the 
three day allowance will constitute a full week. Transient visitors, 
the third category, will be charged $1.00 for each class attended.

Ever since he surprised the theatre-going public 
with a bare stage and a narrator—performer in the pro— 
duction of Our Town in 1938, Thornton Wilder has been 
one of the chief f exponents of non-realistic theatre in 
the United States. In all of his plays he has spoofed 
the conventional restraints of the proscenium theatre 
with elaborate unconventional devices: characters who 
move out of the stage picture and address the audience; 
scenery and properties that move about or disappear 
into the flies; and personifications of planets, the 
Muses, or ideas from great books. | 

With this program of short plays, Wilder adapts 
his style to arena theatre, which in the pure form 
abandons the proscenium entirely.
